fathers made a mistake In trying 
to give their sons the idea that th<;y 
were prefect, 


"If my boys know that I smoke 


and play cards for money and take 
a cocktail now and then, we are 
likely to be better pala than if I 
tried to give them the Impression 
that I am a tin god," he said. 


Don't shudder, good fathers and 


mothers, at this man's logic. As he 
does these things, wouldn't it be 
the rankest hypocrisy to 
pretend 
that he didn't. 


And yet, there Is a 
fine 
point 


here. Growing boys are very apt to 
set their standards on a level with 
those of their fathers. 
They 
are 


likely to reason something like this: 
"It may not be the best thing to do, 
but it is good enough for father, so 
I guess it is good enough for me." 


The world is pretty old. Most of 


its accepted standards have endur- 
ed the test of centuries. They re- 
main because they have been tried 
and not found wanting. 


Thus, the old standard of a fa- 


ther setting the example for a boy 
to follow probably cannot.be great- 
ly improved upon. 


We might suggest that the father 


cut out such vices as would affect 
his sons.

saves the state between J-,000 ana 
?3,000 a mile. 


Students are enabled in this ua\ 


to repay the state lor its 
invest- 


ment in their education in addition 
to earning money and graining prac- 
tical geological 
knowledge, 
com- 


ments Mr. Aldr'ch, assistant state 
geologist. 


This method of reducing the cost 


of highway construction by locating 
"local pits" of materials by appli- 
cation of scientific knowledge has 
increased the enterprise of conn 
ties throughout the state in road 
building, according to Mr. Bean 


Surveying paities make a study 


of the county through which a road 
is to be built and by intensive ^ ork 
in the field ascertain the location 
of gravel deposits or other mate 
rials near the pioposed highway. 


By locating these local pits the 


cost of freight, truck hauls and i»- 
handhng:'are obliterated thereby to- 
ducing the cost to the county and 
state and making possible greater 
mileage. 


Students under the direction of 


capable geolgists make excaiations 
near the proposed highway at dif 
ferent points until satisfactory ma- 
terials are found Their report con- 
cerning the location of these mate 
rials goes to a materials engineer 
who detei mines whether the mate- 
rials are of the right quality and of 
sufficient quantity to take care of 
the proposed project 


Washing plants, screens and gra- 


vel bins are erected at the pits to 
prepare the material for use. The 
finished pioduct meets all the spec- 
ifications, according to Mr 
Bean, 


and as a result of being washed and 
screened in the field has a moisture 
considerably easier to handle. 


Another advantage to be denved 


from the close proximity of the ma- 
terials to the road is the saving of 
time in making. The work can be 
pushed much faster when the ma- 
terials are near than if the workmen 
are forced to wait for gravel which 
must be hauled from 
longer dis- 


tances. 


Thirty-five thousand jards of gra- 


vel were taken from the "local pit" 
near the Madison-Baraboo road.

pounds and fashioned as skillfully 
as though by modern tools instead 
of primitive implements was found 
the skeleton of an Indian girl be- 
tween five and seven years 
Her 


hands apparently" had clutched the 
rim of the urn, whose rich orna- 
mentation of wampum bespeaks her 
royal lineage. 


In a circle with the urn as a cen- 


ter were counted by Prof. Ralph 
Glidden, 
curator 
of the Catalina 


museum of Channel Island Indians, 
the skeletons of 64 children buried 
m tiers four deep with small heads 
touching each other. 
' 


Beneath them was the skeleton 


of a seven-foot man 
A spear blade 


still was fixed in the ribs. 


The sand within the funeral urn 


had the appearance of ground erys- 
tal^-apparently, according to the 
discoverer, 
a sacred sand used in 


the burial of Indian royalty—and 
was far different from that which 
had sifted over the graves of the 
other children. 


These finds as well as a wealth 


of obsidian knives, spear points and 
arrow heads and hundreds of other 
articles of wampum-inlaid stone and 
bone have provided material over 
which Glidden has puzzled since he 
discovered them. 


One tlim piece of sla£e he believes 


to be a stone map, holes 
having 


been drilled to indicate trails to the 
four mam burying grounds on Santa 
Catalina island. 


"It is plausible," 
Glidden said, 


"that the strange child burial with- 
in the urn and those surrounding it 
were the result of a natural death 
of a little .girl of high rank and the 
slaying of her 64 attendants 
and 


playmates with her. Or they 'all 
may have been killed in some re- 
ligious ceremonial rite. It is even 
possible that the princess may have 
been given some potion and buried 
ahve. The way the small bands 


clutched the outer rim of the bowl 
makes this a possibility"
